They were alwaya to taeo half aa 
hour for breakfaat and aa hour aad 
a half for dinner, with tta grirllege 
of a nap. from May until Angast. aad 
were to work on Saturdays only UBttl 
noon. Trading In the shops on Saa- 
days and holidays waa forbMden. 

In medieval timea tta Saturday 
half holiday seems to have boon al- 
most universal. "Every one mutt ta 
pleased with his work." says a Kutea- 
berg ordinance, "consequently no OBO 
muet be overworked." Even Ferdi- 
nand I (1468 94 1, one of the moat 
ferocious kings who ever sat on the 
throne of the holy Roman empire, 
accepted this maxim and ruled that. 
In the Imperial mines, the miners 
were to work only eight hours a day 
The old law also explicitly stated that 
work after Saturday at noon was to 
be strictly prohibited and that a pair 
of stocks be In every town' that 
employers who worked their people 
overttme might be thrust Into tbem 
Because there was a Saturday half 
hollda.v. however. It must not be 
thought that this afternoon was given 
for recreation. Indeed not It was 
bathing time for the greater part of 
the community. 

Moat barbarians, judged by modern 
standards, were anything but cleanly 
In their personsi habits. In England. 
France and Germany bathing was an 
almost unknown custom until after 
the cnisades. The pilgrims from the 
east brought home with them Ideas of 
the bath as help in the treatment of 
disease, and bathrooms were itrad 
ually Introduced into the hospitals 
From the hospitals the Idea of bath- 
ing spread Keueraily People who 
had been treated there saw the value 
of keepiuK th" body sliaa to aatar to 

resist ilisfase. 

By the fifteenth century Ihere was 
scarcely a large city that did not 
possess well patronized public bath 
Ing establishments. althou»:h It was 
not until the seventeenth ceniiiiy thai 
the Turkish bath was Introduced, and 
not until the eighteenth century that 
sea bathing, so common among the 
American ladiaaai «BS triad OBgori- 
mentally. 

Why Saturday was chosen as bath- 
ing time Is not difflcult to tniagine. 
On Sunday everybody was compelled 
to go to church, whether he would or 
not. As the Moslem In the east 
bathed before entering the mosque, so 
did the medieval man before enlering 
hla church, only he muat take his 
tath on Saturday afternoon In order 
to be clean the followiag day. There 
was even a distributioB of tath money 
to the children whoae parents were 
unable to pay for their baths. 

WItb tho Introduction of machinery 
aad tta rise of a capitalistic class, the 
old common lawa of the lands regard- 
ing labor came to be neglected. The 
•raft gullda were aboUahed by law 
aad tfcelr property conflacated. Com- 
WaatllHI of workmen In any form !• 
IfltgSfft^ wm prohibited until ITtl* 
wbsa it ktTil — legaltxed again. Ia 
^ffmmA ladMtrlal conditiona during 
tta lattor part of the eighteenth een- 
tary booaaw deplorable. Even the 
Uttlo ohiMNa worksd from Ave In tho 
wsnilai aatll alaa at alght. in tfeoso 
wcgktas 4ayg g| U. M and ll boura.
